ABUSES MADE 


Porto Rico Federation of Labor De- 


mand That Affairs Be 


Investigated. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Juno 2.—Tho 


Federation of Labor has formally re- 
quested Gov. Hunt to investigate at 
once the condition of labor on cer- 
tain largo sugar plantations of the 
Island. 
Tho federation claims that 


poverty stricken laborers, paid about 
40 cents a day, are compelled to ac- 
cept "chips" Instead of money, and 
to trade at plantation stores, where 
goods are sold at 40 per cent, pro- 
fit, and where the provisions disposed 
of arc sometimes Injurious to health. 


Tho further allegation Is made that 


no rights of the worklngmen are res- 
pected, that their little houses arc 
burned down If they are unable to 
work for a few days, leaving them 
without a home, and that the working 
days are too long.

COCHRAN TALKS 


ON PRESIDENCY 


That 
New Yorker in London Claims 


Cleveland Can Be Elected 


Next President. 


London, June 2.—W. Bourke Coch- 
ran. who has Just returned from the 
continent, today discussed the pro- 
bp.hlllty of the nomination of Grover 
Cleveland for president of the United 
States by the democratic party. Ho 
said: 


"If the feeling on the subject Is 


general, and Cleveland's nomination 
Is being discussed seriously. sthat In 
Itself Is an extraordinary 
tribute. 


Should his popularity prove sufficient 
to bring about his nomination 
it 


•would be one of me most remarkable 
things In history. 


"If. however, there Is a nomination, 


It must be the result of a spontan- 
eous demand from the people. It can 
not be brought about by any manipu- 
lating of machinery, for the party 
managers are against Cleveland. That 
Is the most serious obstacle he would 
have to overcome, to my mind. 


"It Is obvious that If the public de- 


mand Is strong enough to force his 
nomination on tho democratic con- 
vention It will be strong enough to 
elect him. for the opposition to him 
Is strongest In his own party, and a 
movement powerful enough to over- 
come this, the greatest 
obstacle, 


could hardly be arrested by a lesser 


' one. as it was In 1002." 
Mr. Cochran. who looks In the best
